Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Mr. Jackson discussed a proposed amendment to claim 2 in order to 
overcome the KR 2001-002053 reference, the proposed amendment as follows: "wherein the capsule comprises a 
tubular side portion and a bottom portion... wherein the tubular side portion comprises at least two grooves that 
accelerate rupture of the tubular side portion and that propagate the flame in at least two different directions." This 
proposed amendment appears to overcome the KR 2001-0002053 reference. The examiner will further consider the 
prior art of record and search the prior art in the light of the proposed amendment. Mr. Jackson proposed that Species 
A, Fig. 2 will be elected and that claims 2 and 16-19 read on Fig. 2. Mr. Jackson believes that claim 2 is generic to the 
embodiments depicted in Figs 2, 4 and 5. Mr. Jackson proposed that claims 23-25 will be canceled and proposed to 
make claim 3 dependent from claim 2 .
